Sulphur Springs Cave 
Has Th ree Entries 


DURING THE MONDAY NIGHT 
meeting ot the Shawnee Hills Rec 
reation association 
at Shawnee 
town. John Kiaffer, Eldorado na 
live and cave explorer, told of his 
findings in the cave near Sulphur 
Springs. 
He’s been all through the 
place and 
it was announced he 
could act as a guide. 
He said that the entrance, which 
has a low 
ceiling, leads out to 
three entries which have higher 
ceilings 


The main entry is the west one, 
he stated, adding that after about 
a quarter of a mile one comes up 
to a room "big enough to park a 
semi trailer” where there is some 
clear quart/ like in pyram id form. 
He said the 7nain entry runs west 
for about four and a half miles

The northwest entry, he contin 
ued, runs about three mile* and 
into the main entry. 
The soldi entry, he said, is cav 
cd in not too far from the entrance, 
hut he had heard reports it ran 
for several miles. 


Young Kiaffer suggested that no 
cave trips be made in the winter 
as a stream running through has 
too much water. 
"You can wade it all right,” he 
stated, ‘‘but I’d still suggest sum ­ 
m er when the stream is dry.”

the 1957 crop matched the record 
production of 1956 and 1948 and 
set an all-time yield per .-♦re. The 
record yield was accomplished de 
spite many local and sectional set 
backs which delayed planting and 
slowed harvest of some crops to 
the latest stage in several years. 
Stated in index form the 1957 
crop joined those of 1956 and 1948 
in reaching 106 per cent of the 
1947 49 base 
The overall y’eld per 
acre index covering 28 field and 
fruit crops reached 127 per cent 
of the 1947 49 base. This consider­ 
ably surpassed the previous record 
of 124 per vent in 1956 and 118 
per cent in 1955. 
Feed grains and forage had a 
big year 
The corn crop at 3,402, 
832.000 bushels wax the third larg­ 
est in history. 
It was only slightly 
smaller than the 3.455.283.000 bush 
els of 1956 and only moderately 
below the record 1948 crop.
